Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks on Page 6 of the 
Amendment dated February 28, 2005 regarding amending Claim No. 3 was respectfully acknowledged. However, in reviewing the 
amended Calim No. 3, the Examiner found no amendment to the claim. Claim No. 3 still show the term "may be" which was objected to b 
the Examiner. 

Applicant's remarks on Page 6 of the Amendment dated February 28, 2005 regarding Claim No. 19 were the Applicant sited supporting 
text of the current Application's Specification for the Examiner's 112 rejection. The Examiner searched the Applicant's sited text in the 
Specification (Page 3, Lines 11-13 and Page 5, Lines 18-21) and found no evidence to support the language of Claim 19 as written. 

Claim No. 19 indicate "means for purchasing the desired item or service is performed with a purchase request from the user via 
an offline process". 

The Specification of the current Application Page 3, Lines 11-13 sites 'The system also includes a user interface capable of 
receiving an authorization from the user to perchance the desired item or service"; and 

The Specification of the current Application Page 5, Lines 18-21 sites "The order processing center then processes the order 
based upon the information provided. The present invention is applicable in this type of transaction by allowing merchants to process the 
transaction in an offline manner, not in real time". 

The Examiner respectfully maintains the 1 12 rejection, as no clear support could be found for the claimed language of Claim 19 in the 
Specification..
